In Peckrille, two chuorches are well
undor way, the one a new Presbyterisn
church, and the other a l‘e-um:h!lhnz
and enlargiog of the Methodist Epiaco-
val gliurch, The Presbyterians of this
town hava for yoars gone to Olypliant
to worship, but last spring they re-
solved toerect mehurch in Peckville,
on Main avenus, The plans were pre-
parad by Architeet Dnokworth, of this
city; the contract wies awarded to
Ward & Son, of Taylor, The building,
when com pleted, will cost about §05,000
It is a frame strocture with a com-
modious basement, divided into rooms,
where gooials can be eonveniently held.
The main sudisncs room hus a seating
capacity of over 300, and in the rear
are Sunday school rooms. The whole
building is 70 fest long by 42 broad,
The membership is sbout fifty, and
they expeet to bein their new home
about Bupt. 1.

ENLARGING THE HOUSE,

The Methodist Episcopals of Pack-
ville found their old church too smuli,
and at an expense of from £5,000 to
£6,000, they are making 1t more prupos-
sessing to the eys und better adapted to
the growing nesds of the town. The

to E. A, Barber, Packville,

The lower story was torn from under
the old building, which wus then lower
and moved to the rear of the lot, In
front of this a new building has been
erected, whioh {s the mmn audienee
room and eapable of seating 430, DBa-
tweon this and the old building are
folding doors which can be thrown
open and 850 more can ses tho platform
and join in the worship.

GROWN AND MULTIPLIED.

The German Mathodist Eplascopal
chureh began work in our city 1o 1853,
when Rev. F, W. Flocken wus seut
bere as o missionary., His trials were
muny, but after five months of nciivity
he organized a church with [ftecn
members. The newly organizad society
bonglt the old frams building of the
First Msthodiat Episcopal church for
$100, which they removad tothe cornar
of Adsms nvenua and Vine stroet, This
was replaced-lo 1572 by the fine brick
churolh which adorus the ol 1 site and is
known a8 the Firit German Methodist
Ejpiscopal churel,

This organizstion has not lived for
itself. In 1888 some of the notive nsm-
bers began » mission on the Seuth Side,
A ehurch wus eracted at the cost of
§0,000, which was paid for, snd today |
un aggressive, solf-sostuining society
known ug the Becond German Method-
ist Episcopal church is the result of
this activity. Another missionury en
terprise is conducted by this ehureh ia
Peterslnry, whera they have sreetod a
chapel thiaty Las cost them 23,000, This
mission 19 now under tho fostering oars
of the perent ehureb, and Rev. G
Hausser goes thero ones s weok to oon-
duct mervices, but the time is not far
distant when this second offspring of
the Firat chureh will ussume independ
8ucy.

hese mwen souud no truwpes befors
them, and their liberality s only
known lo the pastor of the churohand &
few others, and their imperative eom-
mand is that their names ba not pub
lished. It would not be difficult to
nama a gcora of men who maiutain Bi.
ble readers or give annually & scholar-
sbip to some college at home or abroad,
by which freedmen or heathen are edu-
cated and sent forth as missionnries
These beneficoncies are never recorded
in the anunal report of the chureh, but
the silent messingers are recorded in
living monuments of flssh and blood,
whish bscome tongues of fire, whose
work {s recorded in heaven, and shall
be known by the *'‘wall done thou good
and faithful servant” of the Master,

WORK IN THE SUBURDS.

Why the Cable Jerks,

“An expert on cable railways says: The
violent jerks we ofton experience In the
rable coars wee dus partly to the eable and
partly to the gripman. When the cable
happens to be u little sluck, and the traln
uhond has o heavy loud, the slack caunsed
by its stopping at a corner gives the next
train behind o severe jerk. Then again,
when a splice has bean made in the cable,
the polnt of unlon Is & little larger than
the other parts of the rope, and if the grip
happets to catch the rope ut the splice, the
car is at once hurrled along at full speed
nnd the passengers are tumbled off their
feet. DBut the unevenness of motion is not
wltogether due to the cable. The gripmen
have instructions when taking the rope to
catch it lghtly, then relax o little, then
take a tighter hold, and so by degrees
drawing the car foto full sposd.

“But tocateh the cable tightly the flrst
time involves muoh less work, nnd many
Eripmen do s0 simply to save themselves
trouble, but not when the boss {8 around.
1 wus riding in a cable car not long since
that started off from the end of the line
with o Jerk that sent me half through the
usle. Two or three times this was re-
pented, when a man whom I recognized as
one of the superintendents boarded the
var, Noox team could bave started and
stopped more gently than the traln did af-
ter that man got on board. The gripman
wits on his best behavior, and 1 eould not
help wishing that the road had superin-
tendents snough to put one on every car,”

Brasses nnd Bronzes of the Hindoos,

The brass nnd bronze trade is kept alive
by the religlous customs of the Hindoos.
who are not allowed to use wooden an
earthenware vessols freely, and brass and
bronze are to them as important os Rgliss
atid chinn to the westerns, Almost all
Hindoo utensils wre of brass, copper or
bronze, and it is tho custom Lo present the
female portion of n Hindoo family with a
valuable batterle de culsine, made either of
bross or copper, and a still existing Hindoo
ceremony is that of carrying the utensils in
& procession at the wedding.

The result of this custom is that almost
all the nlatters, trays, bowls, nug crickers,
and all brass and copper utensils are most
besutifally orosmented, and there are
lovely combinations of braas and wopper,
and sllver and copper,  All Hindoo lnmps
are made of brusy. The Hindoo women
used o huve lovely brass caskets covered
with ornamentations eulled chellams, man-
ufictured in Malabar, fn which they kupt
their jewels, but these are fast being ro-
pluced by the vuigar English japunned dis-
patch box. At Sivagangs n beautiful but
seldom putronized brass trade exists, which
mikes toys nud wost lifelike representa-
tions of animals, Hzurds, frogs, ete.—Nine-
teenth Century.

The
Arablo figures, which we commonly use at
the present tline, are of much carller date.
